Death Penalty Still 


Permitted, Says Martin 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - The Attorney General 


said today that the U.S. Supreme court has not 
held the death penalty unconstitutional in Texas 
"but has declared Texas procedure in the 
assessment of death unconstitutional." 


The opinion was asked by the Texas Board of 


Pardons and Paroles in seeking clarification of 
the high court ruling last June 29. The 5-4 
decision outlawing the death penalty as it 
generally has been applied was made in cases 
appealed from Texas and Georgia. Both states 
have asked a rehearing on the decision.

Officer To Pay Fine 


Tuesday, Judge Says 


Corsicana Police Officer Ernest Camp, held in 


contempt for failure to appear as a witness, is 
slated to pay his $25 contempt fine Tuesday, City 
Judge Fred Upchurch and Police Chief Don 
Massey told The Daily Sun Monday. 


Judge Upchurch said today he considered that 


Camp's fine "had been paid" although it is not 
actually to be paid into city coffers until 
Tuesday, when Chief Massey brought the officer 
to his court Friday and arrangements were 
made for the payment. 


"He (Chief Massey) purged himself of con- 


tempt when he paid the officer's fine," said 
Upchurch Saturday night when contacted by a 
news reporter, adding: "It's all settled. He 
(Massey) did exactly what I ordered him to do." 


"I haven't paid Camp's fine," Chief Massey 


contended Monday at police headquarters. 
"Camp told the judge he didn't have the money 
and wouldn't have it until after payday and the 
Judge gave him until Tuesday to pay it." 


Judge Upchurch said today that while the fine 


had not actually been paid in hand Friday, "I 
accepted their word as gentlemen that it would 
be paid by Tuesday when Camp has been paid, 
and I regard the fine as paid. This purged Chief 
Massey of contempt, and the matter is settled 
and done with."

Mayor Calls for Charter

Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 


Tuesday unexpectedly called for 
an election at an early date to 
revise Corsicana's city charter 
and letting the people say what 
they want changed. City Com- 
missioners 
registered 
their 


surprise. 


Mayor Youngblood, in asking 


"for 
your (Commissioners) 


feelings" on revisions to the 
charter, 
characterized 
the 


charter as "antiquated" with 
some previsions unclear as to 
interpretation and others having 
been 
declared 
"un- 


constitutional," 
though she 


conceded she could not pinpoint 
any provision held to be un- 
constitutional. 


"This Commission is being 


hamstrung," Mayor Youngblood 
said. For example "we don't 
have a clear-cut 
decision on 


removing an employe we don't 
think is doing a good job," she 
said. 


The mayor said she was not 


proposing that the entire charter 
be re-written as she realizes this 
will be expensive, but she is 
concerned that the Commission 
give consideration to calling an 
election to amend and revise 
various features. She said she 
would welcome advising the 
public this is to be considered at 
an early date and inviting 
citizens to outline before the 
Commission what they would like 
to see changed. 


Pressed by Commissioners as 


to what specifically she is .so 
concerned about and what the 
urgency is, Mayor Youngblood 
responded that the charter "says 
this body is the governing body, 
but right now it appears the 
District Court is the governing 
body." 


Again referring to the un- 


certainty of some provisions and 
the need for clarification as to the 
Commission's 
authority 
as 


Corsicana's governing body, she 
added: "I am talking about the 
(city) Judge situation—that has 
brought this on." 


Commissioner P.D. Fullwood 


said he would like to have 
discussion on what changes are 
needed; Commissioner Bob Scott 
said he was taken by surprise and 
wondered if it wouldn't be more 
timely to study needed changes 
but defer any charter change 
election until the next city 
election date to avoid expenses 
entailed in holding an election. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


asked what other changes the 
mayor had in mind. 


City Attorney Don Pevehouse 


told the Commission he didn't 
know of any charter provision 
that 
had 
been 
held 
un- 


constitutional as cited by the 
mayor and acknowledged that at 
this point clarification of the 
city's authority on removal of 
officers and employes is the only 
thing he sees that needs to be 
changed. 


Pevehouse said there are two 


ways to change the charter: have 
a charter election to create a 
charter commission to write a 
new charter which then will have 
to be voted on by the citizens, or 
submit specific amendments on 
proposed changes, each of which 
could pass or fail by a majority 
expression of voters. 


Since the controversy of at- 


tempts to remove City Judge 
Fred Upchurch had been in- 
jected, Commissioner Stroube 
inquired anew as to the status of 
the case wherein the city 
government is 
temporarily 


restrained by a district court 
injunction pending a trial on its 
merits from taking any new 
action to oust the judge or in- 
terfere with him in performing 
his duties. 


Pevehouse said the case could 


be heard on its merits within two 
weeks and either party could 
appeal an adverse ruling. The 
appeal process can take months, 
he had pointed out to them 
previously. 


Pevehouse 
reminded 
the 


Commission that amending the 
charter is something that will 
require several weeks to several 
months depending on which route 
is taken. At the same time, the 
appeal, if there is one by either 
the city or Judge Upchurch, can 
be a drawn out affair, depending 
on how far in the appellate court 
process either side wants to take 
it, he said. 


Mayor Youngblood told the 


Commission she knows what she 
would like to do, but "if I said it I 
could be held in contempt of court 
and better shut up while I am 
ahead." She added it was very 
obvious to her from reading the 
newspaper "our Police Depart- 
ment is suffering from the 
inaction by the City Com- 
mission." 


Commissioner Scott said he 


agreed that the court hearing 
should be held. At the same time, 
however, "I am not saying the 
Police Department is right. 


"We need to stop all this 


bickering," Scott asserted, "and 
get down to doing some good for 
our city." 


Agreeing with this view, 


Stroube acknowledged: "We are 


certainly 
getting 
adverse 


criticism about our court. The 
court is a big joke as far as some 
citizens are concerned." 


Discussion was dropped at that 


point, but a citizen, Jessie Files, 
arose to lodge 
accusations 


against a police officer for 
physical and verbal abuse he 
allegedly received last week 
when arrested. (See related 
story.) 


Policeman Uses Excessive 
Force, Claims Corsica nan

City officials have called for a 


Civil Service Commission probe 
into allegations made Tuesday to 
the City Commission by Jessie 
Files, 1510 W. Collin St., that he 
had been struck and cursed by a 
police officer who arrested him 
last week, and charges by Files 
that he had "begged" for a doctor 
or lawyer but had been denied 
both. 


Files made his complaint late 


in the lengthy meeting when he 
arose to announce emotionally, 
"I was arrested and beat up, 
cussed, sprayed with gas and 
wasn't told for an hour and a half 
what I was charged with" after 
being jailed. He said his shirt had 
been torn off, and when he told 
the officer, unknown by name to 
him, that he suffered from high 
blood pressure and wanted to call 
a doctor, or his lawyer, he was 
denied the requests. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood in- 


jected at this point that the 
complainant, arrested Thursday 
night by Officer Frank Parhm, 
had called her at midnight to 
lodge his accusations against the 
officer and police department. 


Addressing herself to Files, 


Mayor Youngblood responded: 
"You tell one story and Officer 
Parhm tells another. In order to 
determine who is telling the 
truth, I suggested each of you 
take a lie detector test." Mrs. 
Youngblood added she had told 
Files when he called her home 
she wanted him and 
Officer 


Parhm to meet with her the next 
morning in Police Chief Don 
Massey's 
office so she could 


"hear both sides" but that Files 
had not shown up. Files rejoined 
there had been a mix-up about 
the meeting. 


Pressing 
his 
allegations 


against Parhm, Files told the 
Commission in a highly charged 
atmosphere that he had been 
stopped near the Corsicana

recognizance bond, Massey said. 


Asked by the Commission to 


comment on the accusations 
made at the meeting, Chief 
Massey related that Sgt. Byrd 
had called him at his home 
Thursday night and Massey went 
to the jail and "set his bonds and 
police let him out." 


"It all stems from the fact that

DAWSON — Three teaching 


changes, a new math program 
and a fence for the football field 
will be the big differences bet- 
ween last year and this year for 
the Dawson school system.
